rescu e a tortu red people from 
Commu nist invasion. 
The Chairm an of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee, Sen. J. William Fu l- 
bright, accu ses General W est­ 
moreland of trying to stifle 
debate, thou gh what W est­ 


moreland has said has been 
said before by dozens of cal­ 
lers to North Vietnam, in­ 
clu ding nonaligned statesm en, 
by the retiring American Am­ 
bassador to Sou th Vietnam, 
Henry Cabot Ixxlge, and by 
many others, not exclu ding 
the Commu nist boss of North 
Vietnam, Ho Chi Minh him­ 
self.

"W hat k ind of men have 
we at the helm of govern­ 
m ent who wou u l deiiu erateiy 
coerc* the pu blic into ac­ 
cepting their policies on the 
threat of being branded tra i­ 
tors?? These are the tac- 
lics of tyrants with little u n­ 
derstanding or respect 
for 
constitu tional rights of men. 
"Have Americans become 
so mesmerized by the M cCar­ 
thyite tactics of the Admin­ 
istration — the tactics of in­ 
discrim inate 
insinu ation 
of 
u npatriotic m otives to those 
that dissent — that they fail 
to recognize the threat of 
these tactics to liberty?” 
U nfortu nately, many of the

THOSE RAPID TAX SHIFTS 
Rep. Wilbu r D. Mills of Ark ansas, the chairman of 
the Hou se Ways and Means Committee which writes 
tax legislation, is not at all happy abou t the Adminis- 
tration’s plan to adju st tax rates frequ ently as a means 
of avoiding inflation and recession. 
In a speech to the American Enterprise Institu te 
foru m on fiscal policy, Mills rejected the theory of the 
President’s Cou ncil of Economic Advisers that fre­ 
qu ent tax changes are necessary to k eep the economy 
prosperou s and growing. 
Referring specifically to the su spension of the 7 per 
cent investment credit tax last October and the pend­ 
ing legislation to reinstate it, Mills said, “I hope the 
lesson will be drawn that taxes shou ld not be raised 
and lowered from season to season lik e the hemlines 
of women’s sk ills and dresses.” 
In another jab at the President’s advisers, Mills 
added, “It is also to be hoped that those who have so 
enthu siastically advocated frequ ent, short-term tax 
rate changes have been sobered by the tu rn in the 
economic indicators and the qu estion as to whether 
they have properly discerned the major tendencies in 
the economy.” 
Mills indicated that he believed that the Adminis­ 
tration is right in think ing that the tax system gen­ 
erates su ch an enormou s and rapid growth of revenu es 
that it can create a “fiscal drag" on the whole econ­ 
omy throu gh the redu ction of private spending power. 
However, he argu ed against higher Government spend­ 
ing to cu re the drag. Instead, he argu ed for regu lar, 
frequ ent and significant redu ctioas in the tax rates. 
Natu rally, taxpayers wou ld agree wholeheartedly 
with Mills. They shou ld be enthu siastic over su ch a 
powerfu l advocate of meaningfu l tax redu ctions to 
allow' people to spend their su rplu s earnings as they 
please, instead of giving it increasingly to the Govern­ 
ment to spend for more and more pu blic pregrams. 
Sooner or later taxpayers will revolt against paying 
more and more of their hard-earned incomes in higher 
taxes.

W herever there are votes, 
some politicians will go. And 
now that the post-w orld W ar 
II "baby boom” has resu lted 
in a big increase in that por­ 
tion of the popu lation that is 
in the 18-20 age brack et, it 
is scarcely su rprising that a 
campaign is on to lower the 
voting age from 21 to 18. 
The Kennedy’s, Bobby and 
Ted, 
who 
are 
consciou sly 
p i t c hi n g their appeal to 
you th, are in the forefront of 
the move to let the 18-to-20- 
year-olders 
have 
the 
fran­ 
chise.' The issu e will certainly 
come u p at the New York 
S tate Constitu tional Conven­ 
tion, and, since Governor Nel­ 
son Rock efeller and Presiden­ 
tial aspirant Dick Nixon both 
agree with Bobby Kennedy 
that 18-year-olders 
s hou l d 
vote, a change in the State 
voting pattern cou ld easily 
become a reality before 1968. 
This doesn’t mean that it is 
necessarily a good thing to 
lower the voting age. Since 
liberals a r e u 
s u 
a l l y for 
change for the sak e of change 
if they can find no better rea­ 
son for it, one wou ld expect 
to find a clear-cu t division 
between liberals and conserv­ 
atives on the issu e.

grou p as natu ral recru its for 
his 
cru sading 
beliefs. 
Bu t 
Manny 
Celler's 
intellectu al 
honesty has k ept him from

p p or t

swinging set. 
"There are sou nd psycho­ 
logical 
reasons.” 
he 
says, 
“why the age of 21 has been 
considered the beginning of 
m atu rity.” 
Adolescents, 
he 
says, are "easily inflamed,” 
and see things “in patterns of 
black 
and 
white 
withou t 
shadings.” Addressing himself 
to the argu m ent that if a 
boy “is old enou gh to fight, 
ho is old enou gh to vote,” 
Celler says "the qu a l i t i e s 
which mak e a good soldier 
hardly mak e a good voter. 
Thu s, ’instant obedience’ . . . 
‘not to stop to qu estion why,’ 
‘qu ick reflexes,’ ‘physical fit­ 
ness.’ are indispensible qu ali­ 
fications for good soldiering. 
And 
scru tiny, 
critical 
ap­ 
praisal, a point of view, a 
philosophy, are essential in 
effective voting. So, to say 
that if he is old enou gh to 
fight he is old enou gh to vote 
is hardily following the prin­ 
ciples of logic." 
How good are Celler’s a r­ 
gu m ents? Having w a t c he d 
fou r children grow to age 21, 
I can tell him that rates of 
development 
are 
different. 
Bu t ou r high school edu ca­ 
tion is not yet u p to prepar­ 
ing 18-year-olds to vote. Few 
high schools give even the 
most elem entary training in 
economics. 
The 
cou rses 
in 
"problems of democracy” are 
all very well, bu t the stu dent 
still needs experience in the 
work aday world to check re­ 
alities 
against 
abstractions.

Owning the Kingston
